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This week’s activities of note from the Town Manager’s Office: 

 Mark Farber of the Energy Committee is providing assistance to Town staff to manage the net metering 
credit contract.  The project is producing enough credits that it is time to look at selling the excess credits.  
Staff is determining the correct accounting procedures and then a proposal will be sent to the Board of 
Selectmen for the sale of the excess credits.  

 Town staff met to discuss emergency preparedness with a focus on emergency and storm event 
procedures. Staff is working on an incident action plan for snow storms and will work with the Police 
procedures to develop a Town response for an unusual event. 

 Selectmen, ZBA, CPC, Housing Authority and Planning Board members, and staff attended the sixth and 
final session of the Cape Housing Institute in Wellfleet.  The series was very informative, especially 
because the Wellfleet sessions were geared toward Outer Cape communities, so the accompanying 
dialogue was specific to this region. 

 Town departments are wrapping up their preliminary budget drafts.  Budget Task Force meetings will begin 
December 18th.  These are public meeting and citizens are encouraged to attend. The Budget Task Force 
meetings will be televised.

available at the Transfer Station for any permitted resident for personal use only. 
• All DPW snow removal assets have been inventoried and serviced for the upcoming season; all sanders

 The Provincetown barge is scheduled to come into Pamet and haul out the heavy mooring blocks in the 
basin and place them up along the shore. 

 The DPW crew removed the town floating docks and gangway from the harbor and stored them along 
the outer edge of the parking lot. 

 Harbor Master Jackett pulled the smaller blocks in the tidal mooring field with the town boat, leaving 
only the navigational aids in the channel as preparations are made for the harbor for the Barnstable 
County Dredge.
